It has come to our attention that the 
White House Conference on Aging, which 
will be held in several weeks, has ne- 
glected to include a session on the 
problems of aging and deafness in its 
program, The Conference, which meets 
every 10 years, has consistently over- 
looked hearing impairments when formu- 
lating its agenda. 

At this time, though, Dr. Arthur S. 
Fleming, chairman, has made a partial 
commitment to add a session on deafness* 
to the program; but it is feared that 
without continued probing, the idea will 
be dropped.
